William Hassett, 23 years old, employed 
as a landscape gardener by Bruns & Wash 
of 4246 Natural Bridge road, was shot twice 
through the head and instantly killed at 1 
o'clock Monday morning by Robert L. Pack, 
keeper of a combination grocery and saloon 
at 4122A Natural Bridge road. 

Pack says Hassett was attempting to 
run away with a money drawer which he 
fad snatched from the saloon counter while 
Pack was in the grocery department of his 

‘establishment serving drinks. 

According to his story, Hassett made 
considerable noise as he slipped the drawer 
from its place, atgracting the proprietor’'s 
attention. Pack grabbed his revolver and 
ran into the saloon in time to see the in- 
truder running through a side door. 

He fired at him and pursued him to the 
street. Hassett ran west on Natural 
Bridge road and Pack pursued him, shoot- 
ing at him when he could see him. After 
following him 50 feet he gave up the chase 
and ran back to his grocery, which was 
unguarded. He did not suspect that any 
of his bullets had gone true to their mark.

Jersey Central Employes Will

DISPUTE IS OVER WAGES

CHIEF OF UNION FAILED TO OB- 
TAIN INTERVIEW WITH 
THE MANAGERS. 


Vice-President Warren Suggests a 
Plan for Arbitration by a Joint 
Committee Which May Avoid 
a Conflict. 


NEW YORK, April 8.—Neither employers 
nor emploves have made decisive move- 
ments in the wage dispute that may ter~ 
minate with a strike on the Central Rall- 
road of New Jersey. It is expected that the 
men will confer within the next 24 hours 
and by vote agree upon a plan of action. 


It-is difficult to take the measure of the 
sentiment of the moving army of men that 
a railway system employs, but as far as it 
can be sounded on the Central the men 
séem moved by a spirit of conservatism and 
to be inclined to refrain from striking until 
eevry resource of conference and arbitra- 
tion has been exhausted. 

The withdrawal from the city of the 
chiefs of the brotherhoods of railway men 
after an unsuccessful attempt to secure a 
conference with the officials of the rail- 
road restores the dispute to one directly 
between the company and its men. 

Charles H. Warren. vice-president of t 
company, speaking for the railroad, made 
this statement today: ‘“‘The brotherhood 
chiefs evidently do not know that it is a 
custom of railroads to close their general 
offices on Saturday afternoon. We w 
closed in usual custom on Saturday ner 
noon and in addition to that IT was called 
away by other business. I think, under 
these circumstances, it was somewhat un- 
usual for them to expect me to meet them 
at the time named by them. We are pre- 
pared to be entirely ‘reasonable about the 
matter. We want no dispute with our em- 
ployes and are prepared to pay them the 
i paid by other railways in the vicin- 


‘We have told them that we will take 


with a joint committee or a committee to 
which we and they shall name outside men. 
make an investigation of the pay of the 
men employed bv the m and abided by the 
results of the showing made. We have 
also asked our men to point out any spe- 
cific case of treatment that is. unfair and 
agreed to right any injustice that may be 
shown. I do not know of anything that 
will be done today, nor do I know of any 
plan for a conference.

YOUNG MEN WILL GO FREE 


RELATIVES OF THE GIRLS DO NOT 
WANT THE CASE TRIED. 


Wew Incidents of the Lark, Showing 
How Two of the Boys Literally 
Held a Fort Against Prof. 
Cabell’s Shotgun. 


From a Post-Dispatch Staff Correspondent. 

BOWLING GREEN, Ky., April 8.—Pres- 
ident B. F. Cabell returned Saturday night 
from Frankfort, the state capital, where he 
went Saturday morning in company with 
W. B. Bradburn, attorney for the five young 
society men under indictment for shooting 
with intent to kill and for committing a 
riot as a result of their attempt a week 
ago Sunday morning to take five young 
‘women from Potter College and accompany 
them to a duck supper prepared and in 
waiting at a local cafe. 

Dr. Cabell refused either to affirm or to 
deny the report that his visit to Frankfort 
had been for the purpose of securing ffom 
Gov. Beckham a pardon for the young men 
under indictment, and thus avoiding the 
further embarrassment of ‘a’ trial at the 
September term of the Warren County Cir- 
cuit Court. 

“I have, been misrepresented about my 


visit to Frankfort,”’ said President Cabell 
to the Post-Dispatch. ‘‘I have nothing more 
to Say about it. I am sick and tired of the 
whole thing. 

“I suppose the young people just started 
out for a frolic. The same thing has hap- 
pened time and again at every baarding 
school for girls in thé country. I have no 
doubt that it has happened here many times 


before, but I never happened to catch them | 


at it. 

“Yes, I had an intimation of what was to 
happen. I+ expected a visit such as the 
young men gave us, and I had determined 
to use stern measures. We 
watch. : 

“Sunday morning, only a few hours after 
the affair, I called a faculty meeting and 
the young women were expelled. I 
not, of course, have them longer at my 
school after such disregard of the rules.” ~ 

Dr. Cabell’s statement was at variance 
with that of Mrs. Alice F. Glasscock, the 
lady principal of Potter College, who said 
to the Post-Dispatch Saturday that the col- 
lege authorities had received na intimation 
of what was to happen and did not keep 
extra watch on the night of the escapade. 
She also denied that the five young women 
were expelled, saying that they were mere- 
ly sent home. 

The day before his trip to Frankfort, Dr. 
Cabell, in consultation with W. B. Brad- 
burn, the attorney, drew up a statement 
characterizing the conduct of all parties in 
the escapade of a week ago Sunday morning 
as “indiscreet and improper’ and claiming 
that “‘the facts were exaggerated and in an 
exaggerated form were presented to the 
Srandjury and indictments returned.”’ 

The chief witnesses before ihe grandjurv 
were Dr. B. F. Cabell himself, Mrs. Alice F. 
Glasscock, the lady principal of Potter Col- 
lege; Misses Lillian Mickey, Ada Ayer and 
M. Rouse, all three members of the college 
faculty. 

The eagerness of Dr. Cabell to prevent 
further proceedings in the case is due large- 
ly, it is said, to the attitude of the parents 
of the young women who were expelled. 

One of the young women, Miss Lena Hop- 
kins, comes of a weaithy Louisiana. tamilv.

Another fact that adds to the embarrass- 
ment of the situation is the fact that two 
of the voung men, Pleasant Potter, Jr.. and 
Wi lis Potter, are grandsons of Pleasant J. 
Potter, the chief benefactor of 
lege, after whom the institution was named. 
Harry Nahm, Floyd Nahm and Roland 
Fitch also come of families whose relations 
with the college have been intimate 
since its foundation. 

The voung men under indictment are evi- 
dently the least concerned persons in Bowl- 
ing Green. They refuse to discuss their es- 
capade and rarely refer to it in the pres- 
ence of others. All of them were in the 
city Saturday night and Sunday. Pleasait 
Potter, Jr.. is the only one of the number 
who is not scen about town. The reason 
for this seclusion is said to be the pres- 
ence in various parts of his body of 
number of birdshot, supposed to have come 
from Dr. Cabell's shotgun.

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Unique Marriage Ceremony 
of Arapahoe Indians. 


MANY ARE UNWILLING BRIDES 


THEY ARE CHOSEN AFTER A BIG 
DANCE AND CARRIED OFF. 


Their Fathers Get as High as Twenty 
Ponies for Them, but They Get 
a Life of Slavery. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

WICHITA, Kan., April 7.—At an ‘‘Easter 
sacritice dance’’ of the Cheyenne, Arapahoe 
and Otoe Indians, held in Darlington, Okla- 
homa, this morning, 300 young squaws were 
given away as brides. Many of the young 
squaws objected to accepting the young 
men who were to marry them, but their ob- 
jections were overruled by Yellow Feathers, 
an Arapahoe medicine chief. 

The dance takes place annually, but rare- 
lv has such a large number of women been 
placed upon the list as available brides. 
Some of them were young—only 1. A few 
of the young squaws may have secured hus- 
bands who will treat them well, but in 
most cases the girls will ne made slaves, 

In the sacrifice dance the girls are made 
to dance until they are weary. They are 
then ordered to stand in a line and the 
Lucks dance around them for half an hour 
more. Then the medicine men announce 
that each buck will take such and such a 
sauaw for his wife. The buck goes to that 
squaw, grabs her by the arm and whirls 
her off into the dance. She is later escorted 
to his tepee and duly installed as cook and 
servant. That night the medicine man 
comes around and tells them they are mar- 


ried,

NEW YORK, April 8.—A miracle has been 
wrought here, say the Christian Scientists. 
Some doubting and irreverent Thomases 
say the granite cutter laid down on his job 
before it was finished. 

With the proclaiming of a miracle the 
Second Church of Christ, Scientist, was 
dedicated yesterday. 

According to the second reader of the 
church, John Carroll Lathrop, whose state- 
ment is corroboratéd by prominent busl- 
ness men connected with the church, the 
inscription on the massive corner-stone of 
the beautiful new granite and marble struc- 
Sixty-eighth street and Central 
was changed in answer té 


ture at 
Park West 
prayer. 
This story was told to three audiences, 
numbering altogether more than 4000 per- 
sons, that crowded the church. The ser- 
vices were conducted by Mr. Lathrop and 
his mother, Mrs. Laura Lathrop, who is 
the first reader, and the addresses and other 


exercises on all three occasions were identi- 
al. c 

: “Pwo years ago this morning, said Mr. 
Lathrop, “occurred an event of no mean im- 
portance in the annals of this church, in 
the ‘aving of its corner-stone—a stone 
weigning 10 tons and cut in the granite 
quarries at our leader's home in Concord, 
N. H. The Lord of Hosts did engrave the 
neraving thereof. 

oeerhe legal name of this church had been 
‘New York Second Church of Christ, Set- 
entist.’ and six months prior to the laying 
ef the corner-stone this name was given 
to each contractor of the new edifice, in- 
cluding the stone contractor at Concord. it 
had been decided to engrave the name of 
the church upon the face of the stone in 
raised letters and to place the word ‘Pur- 
ity’ upon-the end of the stone, and the con- 
tractor had beep so instructed. 

“Three days before Easter, 1899, the stone 
arrived, boxed up, and on the very same 
morning came a letter from Mrs. Eddy, in 
which she said that she had noticed in the 
newspapers that the name of our church 
wus incorrect. Well, there we were, with 
our corner-stone to be laid in three days. 
with «ull arrangements made and the wrong 
name enzraved on the stone. 'We immmedl- 
ately cailed a meeting of the board of trus- 
tees and, after much prayer, it was de- 
cided that the engraving must and could 
be changed in time for the Easter cere- 
mony. * 

“We retired that night in deep prayer. 
arose in the morning, and, upon glancing 
at the plans, found to our Intense surprise 
that the word ‘New York’ did not appear 
thereon. We called up the architect,.. who 
said it was impossible, it must be there; 
but to his great amazement he found that 
it was not. 

“We hastened over to the church, tore off 
a board from the stone and found tBat the 
word had not been engraved on ft. We 
found it just as you see it today. This is 
but one of the many divine manifestations 
associated with the bullding of this remark- 
able structure.”

LAKE CITY, Fla., Apri! &—J. D. Taylor 
has received a letter from his son, Lieut. 
James D. Taylor, Jr., which shows that the 
young man, with kindness and seven cl- 
gars, won over seven Filipinos and secured 
the information which enabled Gen. Fun- 
ston to capture Aguinaldo. 

The letter, dated at Pantabangan, Philip- 
pine Islands, Feb. 18, 1901, is as follows: 

“On the 8th seven insurrectos, with one 
rifle and six cartridges, presented them- 
selves. I fed them, gave them a cigar each 
and asked them a few questions, and they | 
answered me with all kinds of lies. I told 
them if they signed the oath of allegiance 
they could go home and report the next 
morning ready to tell the truth, for I did 
not believe a word they had sald. 

“The next morning they came in a little 
more at ease and told @ different tale. They 
said Aguinaldo was in the town they came 
from. Two days later I got his special mes- 
senger, who had all orders from Aggie to 
his generals and letters of great impor- 
tance. I hurried him with all letters out 
that night and in three days he was in Ma- 
nila. They had a special train waiting him 
when he reached the railroad. 

“Tl owe my good luck to turning the na- | 
tives loose the first night and showing them | 
1 would treat them all right if they would 
only tell me the truth. I think questioning 
each separately and by my treatment of 
them I won them over, and I certainly hope 


the information will prove to be the down- 
fall of Aggie and his suppressed govern- 
ment. Gen. Funston has written thanking 
me for what I did.’

With all these millions distributed annually 
there should be a good deal of prosperity if prosperity can be 
brought about by government disbursements.

QLICEMEN. ACCUSED 


REPUBLICANS WERE ARRESTED 


After Their Acquittal by Judge Clark 
Four Men Asked That Warrants 
Be Issued for Policemen. 


Applications for warrants were made to 
the Assistant Prosecuting Attorney Mon- 
day against four policemen who arrested 
Republican challengers at the election last 
Tuesday on the charge of carrying con- 
cealed weapons.

SHIRTWAISTS FOR CARRIERS. 


Postmaster Bauhoff Defends His Plan 
for Summer Comfort. 
Correspondence is passing between Post- 
master Baumhoff and the postoffice depart- 
ment at Washington that will probably re- 
sult in the shirt waist being adopted of- 
ficlally as a part of the summer uniform for 

postmen all over the United States. 

When Mr. Baumhoff assumed charge 
of the St. Louis office in the summer of 
1898 one of his first acts was to announce 
to the carriers that they might dispense 
with coats during the heated term. In 
the place of the coats they would be re- 
quired to wear shirts of uniform pattern 
and they would be required to keep them 
clean. 

Prior to this time it had been the custom 
of the carrier to leave off their coats when- 
ever the weather was too hot for comfort, 
and the postmaster would wink at the viola- 
tion of the postal order that carriers shall 
wear the famillar gray flannel coat at all 
times. Mr. Baumhoff issued a written order 
to this effect, thus taking all the responsi- 
bilitv on His own shoulders. : 

Cities in various parts of the United 
States took up the innovation without any 
order from the department. Yesterday Mr. 
Baumhoff received a letter from Washing- 
ton asking where he got permission to issue 
such a permit and aiso asking him what 
kind of a garment he permitted his men to 
wear. The postmaster replied at length and 
made a strong plea in behalf of the shirt 
waist.

The men de- 
manded an increase of 5 cents per hour. 
They had been receiving 25 cents. The 
manufacturers said they could not meet 
the demands of the workmen, because of 
too sharp competition. They did not want 
to employ nonunion labor, and were al- 
wavs willing to treat with their work- 
men. It is understood that the men will 
now work 9 hours and receive $2.50 per 
day.
